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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to Applicant's Reply Brief filed 4/7/08, responding to the 
2/7/08 Examiner's Answer. 

2. Appellants' arguments on pages 3 and 9 of the 4/7/08 Reply Brief are persuasive. 
Therefore, the finality is withdrawn, prosecution is reopened, and the rejection of claims 1-18 are 
withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior art 
taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the other claimed limitations, 
configuration of resource objects by using a registry of such objects in a maximal hierarchy 
using an instance of an integrated solutions console. Similar limitations are present in each of 
independent claims 1,4, 11, and 15. The distinctions provided by the independent claims apply 
equally to all dependent claims. Thus all pending claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
